. Over SOO members of tho Lake 
County Pure Milk association atfend- 
ed a huge: meeting •Tuesday^ evening 
at the opera house' at Grayslake,* tho^ 
occasion being the celebration of the" 
flrat anniversary of tho truce agreed 
to by 'the fanners and the dealers 
.following tlio strike last winter; 

Don Guyer, general manager ot the 
association, very thoroughly explain- 
ed what has been accomplished dur- 
ing the year and outlined a program 
for the future. 

"The fact that there Is an. overaui>- 
ply of butter, cheese, and condensed 
milk on tho market has been respon- 
sible' for the drop In the price of 
milk", explained Mr. Guyer. On Jan- 
uary 1. -1930, there were 82,000,000 
pounds of butter in storage,' aa com- 
pared to a, live-year average of 48,000,- 
000 pounds the last Ave years. Simi- 
lar conditions obtain in tho cheese 
and condensed milk trade. 

This surplna must be gotten rid of 
by Increasing tho consumption, 
shutting off Imports from foreign 
countries, and cutting down produc- 
tion. The last la quite painful to the 
farmer as he must have tho dollar 
value for living' expenses and may 
oven be tempted to produce more at 
a low price to get his dollar. 

Condensory, creamery, and cheeae 
factory putrous are receiving un- 
usually low prices, explained Mr. 
Guyer, and only through co-operative 
marketing has the Pure Milk associa- 
tion been able to. maintain the pres- 
ent high price. Tho eurplua milk 
problem was discussed at length. 
Measures to control surplus are being 
taken. ■ : • 

A. M. Krahl, director of publicity 
for the Pure Milk 'association, spoke 
of hia spreading correct information 
to the dairymen and the general pub- 
jllc regarding milk production and 
' marketing. A comprohonslve know- 
ledge ot the many angles of tho dairy 
industry is proving >of great aid to- 
ward amicable . settlement of contro- 
versarles that are ever arlaing be- 
tween tho producer and tho market- 
ing companies. The support given 
the association by its members Is the 
beat It baa ever been In the history 
of the dairy Industry In tho Chicago 
district. One who .can vision Into the 
future can aoVgreat^hlngs In store 
for the real dairyman, but the public 
must flrat bo educated. 
' Mr. Royor, laboratory . man of the 
aSBOolatlon, explained the work of his 
department In ^ cheeking weights and 
tests for the-.memhorB. Approximate- 
ly 9G00 Is aaved the members each 
month through the discovery of er^ 
rors.

.The most valuable and cherished days in one's life are school 
days. They are not only the days in which the fundamentals 
of knowledge are acquired, but they are also the days in 
which character, habits and personality are moulded and 
shaped.

School attendance is a Community problem, because schools 
are far and away the chief community enterprise. There is, 
on an average, as much invested in school property as th6re 
is in all other public property combined. The schools should 
be the best administered .phase of our civic life. 

The average community spends over $100 each year on every 
child attending school and is devoting $200 worth of school 
property per pupil. However, the average Community^ does 
not rate'high on its schools because*it seldom has much m the 



way of Vocational education. Still more often it has little 
or nothing in the way of Evening Schools. The system of 
grade and high schools of the average community usually 
rates but 75% of standard. 



It is important in our progress as a community that our 
schools be above average— that they train our boys and ^Is 
efficiently— that they properly equip them to meet the tnala 
and opportunities of life. Our aim should be: 

1. Modem school buildings, equipment and recre- 
ational facilities. , -.1. 

2. A school year that covers nine months of the year. 

3. Efficient teachers who are well paid. 

4. All children of school age attendmg school 
regularly. 

5. All of our children graduating from gi'ade and 

high school. . , j 

6. A higher education, or special vocational edu- 
cation, for all those whpse future duties will 
require special training. 

Only a limited number of men and women in our town give 
our school system proper attention. Responsibility lies on 
the shoulders of a mere few. As our chief community enter- 
prise; our schools deserve the thought and attention of 
evervone.
